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Skin ointment for promoting haemostatic effect- comprises thermoplastic resin or rubber 
dissolved is solvent and contains disperesd collagen, gelatin and/or collagen powder. 

Abstract 

-A skin ointment comprises 100 pats by wt. of a thermoplastic rubber or a thermoplastic resin 
is dissolved in a solvent to prepare a 10-50% soln. An appropriate amt. of at least one of 
collagen, gelatin and chitosan of fine powder form is mixed with the soln. with stirring to 
prepare a main medical prepn.. 20-100 parts by wt. of it is then made into a cream or an 
ointment and then, if required, a dispersant or a plasticiser is added. 

-USE/ADVANTAGE. The ointment adheres stably to the skin surface and exerts a haemostatic 
effect, prevents stuffiness and promotes the formation of skin. 

-In an example, 1 00 parts by wt. of a thermoplastic rubber or a thermoplastic resin (e.g. 
styrene-butadiene copolymer rubber, isoprene rubber, natural rubber, ethylene-vinyl acetate, 
a vinly-acetate resin, acryl rubber, nitrocellulose, etc. ) was dissolved in a solvent (e.g. 
chloroform, carbon tetrachloride, ethanol, ethyl ether, an ester, benzole toloul, acetone, etc.) 
to give a 10-50% soln. One or a mixt. of fine powder of collagen , gelatin or chitosan (100 
micron max.) was mixed to the above soln. to prepare a medical prepn. 20-100 parts by 
weight of i was made into a cream or an ointment and, if required, a dispersant such as Na 
lauryl sulphate or a plasticiser (e.g. camphor and glycerol) toprepare the ointment. 
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
